In fifteen minutes. the taping of show No 02-120 
would begin. The assistant producer with the grey 
set of headphones wrapped around his skull signals 
to a silver - haired man pacing the make - shift stage 

Fifteen minutes,” he mouthed 

The man addressing the mostly female audience 
of 3,000 in the Sacramento Memorial Auditorium 
from the three - foot high platform winced in mock 
frustration 

Fifteen minutes? I’m so nervous 
around the eight - by - 10 
potty every day at this tire 

The audience chuckles at his child -likeploy The 
44 - year - id man, Clad in biue jeans and a brown 
pullover sweater, dishes up quips to put the 
audience at ease, to relax them betore the main at- 
traction comes Out to begin taping the nationally - 
syndicated show 

Contributing to the casual atmosphere potted 
chrysanthemums and SBaston ferns are 
conspicuously placed around the stage and in front 
of the mammoth television cameras at either end of 
the auditorium 

Phil Donahue is the warm-up act for the “Phil 
Donahue Show.” He jokes with the audience 
answers questions and tries to dissolve any preten 
sions 

Look how thrilled the men are to be here’ No 
response. He pointed at his chest “Donahue | do 
the show here

foot stage “I have to go 


et ot ee a 


To generate discussion, Phil Donahue, 44, 
sometimes plays the Devil's Advocate. Donahue has 
hosted his nationally - syndicated talk show for 12 
years, but only in recent years has the show gained 
widespread popularity. 


Once a ‘face’ that read the news on TV. the '57 
Notre Dame graduate had a brief career as a 
“reporter with the right hand.” (His right hand, hoid- 
ing a microphone, he expiains, was the only part of 
his anatomy that appeared on camera) Now his 
show is s) ‘eated in 203 cities, including Sac 
ramento 

Donahue picked up his first of three Emmy 
awards for outstanding talk show host in 1977. One 
critic wrote of the accomplishment: “Isn't it ironic 
that the man who won the Emmy for being a talk 
show host is the talk show hast who talks the least?’ 

indeed, the remarkable rapport Donahue evolves

with his audiences comes not from the quality of his 
spiel, but the humaness and sincerity of it 


About the possibility of taking Johnny Carson's 
spot on the “Tonight Show,” he remarks, “It’s not go- 
ing to happen. !'d tell you if itwas | don't think what! 
do would fare weil at night Besides, | like the 
daytime’ 

Although the congenial host leaves open the pos- 
sibility of a return trip to Sacramento (he taped 
shows in California's capitol city in 1977, with Gov 
Jerry Brown as an interviewee) he breeds optimism 

We've had a warm reception here in Sacramento 
We'll never forget you. Honestly,” he gushes 

After a 10 - minute warm - up, Donahue departed 
into the outer corridors of the auditorium to upgrade 
his wardrobe In the meantime, the show's senior 
producer, Patricia McMillen comes onstage to 
deliver pre - show instructions She bantered about 
the size of the Donahue staff (seven on location, 17 
at the home base in Chicago) and the procedure of 
shooting on the road (stations invite them to come 
and pay expenses; KCRA doled out about $75,000 to 
bring Phil and Company to town)

After 10 years of research, Dr Dorothy Tennov 
has created a new term and a new book that 
examines love Her book, Love and Limerence: the 
Experience of Being in Love defines limerent as a 
person who falis in love A limerent object is the ane 
with whom a limerent is in iove The word 
limerence” describes a state of being in love 


How can you tell if you are a limerent of a non- 
lmerent? The first distinguishing factor about 
limerence is “preoccupation not thinking about 
anything else. You may lose weight or sleep; you 
May feel shy in the presence of your LO. (limerent 
object)” 

Everyone's pre-limerent The frustration rises 
from your inability to do anything that wili produce 
similar feelings in the other But what if your LO 
loves you too? Goodbye, under Or Tennov's 
Gefinition, to limerence Now you're faced with two 
options Either the consummation of an “ecstatic 
union of mutuality,” which nas been your objective 


all along, or, for some unlucky souls for whom the 
striving was all seeing the L.O warts as the 
limerence fades, the romance washes away and the 
affair is over 
Dr. Tennov believes her greatest message lies ir 
freeing us all from thinking we're crazy, weird or 
strung Out by love, by limerence. “It's as natural as 
breathing and just as inevitable 
Love means more to American men than sex. or 
$0 States a Nationa! survey. Nearly all — 99 percent 
of 1,990 men said love is important for happiness 
hut only 49 percent considered sex the key factor 
ihe survey of the men, aged 18 to 49. represented a 
cross-section of 46 million American males in that 
age bracket. It was conducted by the Louis Harris 
polling organization and was financed by Playboy 
Enterprises 
So, what's the difference between love and sex? 
Harris states in his 59 page report, “Love is not 
viewed in aS narrow a context as sex is But if you 
took away the physical aspect of love it would be a 
major Crisis. Love is a broader thing, non - physical 
as wel' as physical, The quality of a relationship is as 
important to men now, as well as to women "
